ours - indeed it is far better to have these 
women than not to have them - and also 
because the Holy Church tolerates whores on 
good grounds, for these reasons the court and 
sheriff of Amsterdam shall not entirely forbid 
the keeping of brothels. “ 


Guide to Dutchness. 



This cute little house has quite a history! 

Nestled between two other golden-age canal homes, 
the diminutive Groenhazengracht 3 was built 
during the first half of the seventeen century in the 
City of Leiden. Leiden is located on the Old Rhine 
(a branch of the Rhine delta) and located some 40 
kilometres southth of Amsterdam. It turns out our 
pink little dream house, Groenhazengracht 
3, was home to a well-known prostitute and 
madame, who went by the nickname of Groene 
Haasje (little green hare). It was not so unusual 
for Groene Haasje to live in this very canal street as 
the area, at the time, had been designated a “red- 
light district” of sorts by city officials. 

Prostitution in the Netherlands was tolerated by the 
Dutch in the middle ages, however, it was still seen 
as a dishonourable profession.

The 16th-century saw the rise of Protestantism and a 
further souring of attitudes towards prostitution. 
Church and State were no longer separated; sex- 
work was viewed as a sin and thus punishable by 
law. 

Some Dutch Cities, however, such as Amsterdam, 
decided against complete prohibition and instead 
choose to regulate the activities, carving out specific 
areas of the City reserved for brothels. The 17th- 
century brought forth a return of the laissez- 
fair attitude of the middle ages, with brothels being 
left, for the most part, to their own devices. 

Hence, our madame at Groenehazengracht 3 would 
have been known - and tolerated - by city officials.

City records 
show the name 
was changed in 
the late 17th- 
century.

Liquorice. 

In The Netherlands, liquorice or “DROP” as the 
Dutchies call it, boasts the highest per capita 
consumption in the world. You can find it in every 
supermarket or shops like the HEMA, drugstores, 
candy shops, you name it. There is a flavour or type 

of drop for every taste 
from sweet to salty to 
very salty, hard to soft 
and it comes in many 
shapes, sizes and even 
colours. Probably the 
most well known ones 
are “boerderij 
drop” (farm animals), “katjes drop” (cats) and “munt 
drop” (coins), but there are many, many others, the 
list is endless. 

The early Egyptians loved liquorice root and used it 
in tea as a cure-all concoction. Liquorice was later 
exported to the Chinese and also became an 
important herb in their medicinal tradition. The word 
“liquorice” actually refers to the root of a plant 
called Glycyrrhiza glabra, which is native to Europe 
and Asia. In fact, the plant is classified in those areas 
as a weed. 

Liquorice was used for various digestive system 
complaints including stomach ulcers, heartburn, 
colic and ongoing 
inflammation of the lining 
of the stomach (chronic 
gastritis). People also use 
liquorice for sore throat, 
bronchitis, cough and 
infections caused by 
bacteria or viruses. 

The Dutch however, grow 
up with liquorice and eat an average of 2 kg p.p. per 
year and therefor they don’t understand when 
they offer a “dropje” to a foreigner, the receiver 
most likely spits it out in disgust. 

Is liquorice unhealthy? When you eat a lot of it in a 
short period of time it can cause high blood pressure 
and irregular heart rhythm. As with most things, 
eating liquorice in moderation should not have any 
serious health consequences, aside from the added 
sugar that you’ll somehow need to get rid of again.

(There are more and more reports coming out to 
hammer the concept that saturated fats like butter and 
cheese are actually good for your health and that 
sugar is the bad food causing all the troubles. Have we 
really been conned by vested interest?

Added sugar is the single worst ingredient in the 
modem diet. 

It can have harmful effects on metabolism and 
contribute to all sorts of diseases. 

Following are 10 disturbing reasons why you 
should avoid added sugar like the plague. 

1. Added Sugar Contains No Essential Nutrients 
and is Bad for You. 

You’ve probably heard 
this a million times 
before... but it’s worth 
repeating. 

Added sugars (like 
sucrose and high fructose 
com symp) contain a whole bunch of calories with 
NO essential nutrients. 

For this reason, they are called “empty” calories . 
There are no proteins, essential fats, vitamins or 
minerals in sugar... just pure energy. 

When people eat up to 10-20% of calories as sugar 
(or more), this can become a major problem and 
contribute to nutrient deficiencies. 

Sugar is also very bad for the teeth, because it 
provides easily digestible energy for the bad 
bacteria in the mouth. 

2. Added Sugar is High in Fructose, Which Can 
Overload Your Liver. 

In order to understand what is so bad about sugar, 
then you need to understand what it is made of. 
Before sugar enters the bloodstream from the 
digestive tract, it is broken down into two simple 
sugars... glucose and fructose. 

• Glucose is found in every living cell on the 
planet. If we don’t get it from the diet, our bodies 
produce it. 

• Fructose is different. Our bodies do not 
produce it in any significant amount and there is no 
physiological need for it. 

The thing with fructose is that it can only be 
metabolized by the liver in any significant 
amounts. 

This is not a problem if we eat a little bit (such as 
from fruit) or we just finished an exercise session. 
In this case, the fructose will be turned into 
glycogen and stored in the liver until we need it. 
However, if the liver is full of glycogen (much 
more common), eating a lot of fructose overloads 


the liver, forcing it to turn the fructose into fat. 

When repeatedly eating large amounts of sugar, this 
process can lead to fatty liver and all sorts of serious 
problems. 

Keep in mind that all of this does NOT apply to fruit . 
It is almost impossible to overeat fructose by eating 
fruit. 

There is also massive individual variability here. 
People who are healthy and active can tolerate more 
sugar than people who are inactive and eat a Western, 
high-carb, high-calorie diet. 

Bottom Line: For people who are inactive and eat a 
Western diet, large amounts offructose from added 
sugars get turned into fat in the liver. 

3. Overloading The Liver with Fructose Can 
Cause Non-Alcoholic Fatty Liver Disease. 

When fructose get turned into fat in the liver, it is 
shipped out as VLDL cholesterol particles. 

However, not all of the fat gets out, some of it can 
lodge in the liver. 

This can lead to Non-Alcoholic Fatty Liver Disease 
(NAFLD), a growing problem in Western countries 
that is strongly associated with metabolic diseases. 
Studies show that individuals with fatty liver 
consume up to 2-3 times as much fructose as the 
average person. 

Bottom Line: Excess fructose gets turned into fat, 
which can lodge in the liver and cause non-alcoholic 
fatty liver disease. 

4. Sugar Can Cause Insulin Resistance, a Stepping 
Stone Towards Metabolic Syndrome and Diabetes. 

Insulin is a very important hormone in the body. 

It allows glucose (blood sugar) to enter cells from the 
bloodstream and tells the cells to start burning 
glucose instead of fat. 

Having too much glucose in the blood is highly toxic 
and one of the reasons for complications of diabetes, 
like blindness. 

One feature of the metabolic dysfunction 
that is caused by the Western diet, is that 
insulin stops working as it should. The 
cells become “resistant” to it. 

This is also known as insulin resistance , 
which is believed to be a leading driver of 
many diseases... including metabolic syndrome, 
obesity, cardiovascular disease and especially type II 
diabetes. 

Many studies show that sugar consumption is 
associated with insulin resistance, especially when it 
is consumed in large amounts. 

Bottom Line: When people eat a lot of sugar, it 
can cause resistance to the hormone insulin, which 
can contribute to many diseases, (to be continued)

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The historic City of Sittard/Geleen 


Sittard is a City in the Netherlands, situated in the southern 
end of the Province of Limburg. 

The town is part of the Municipality of Sittard-Geleen and has 
some 93,400 inhabitants (including those of neighbouring 
villages Munstergeleen, Limbricht, Einighausen and Guttecoven). 
The City Center is located at 45 m above sea level. 

Flag & Coat of Arms of Sittard. Sittard lies on the borders with Belgium and Germany and 

adjoins the municipality of Selfkant (in the state of North Rhine-Westphalia, Germany). 

History: 

Archaeological discoveries have dated the first settlements in the Sittard area around 5000 B.C. 
Present day Sittard is assumed to have been founded around 850 A.D. 

It was granted City rights by the Duke of Limburg in 1243. In 1400 it was sold to the Duchy of 
Jiilich, and remained in its possession until 1794. 

The City was destroyed and rebuilt repeatedly, due to fires and various conflicts during the 15th- 
17th century. It was a stronghold until it was once again largely destroyed in 1677, during the 
Franco-Dutch War. Under French occupation (1794-1814), Sittard was part of the Roer 
department. 

Since 1814, it has been part of the Netherlands, 
except for the years 1830-1839, when it joined the 
Belgian Revolution. During the Second World War, 
it was occupied by the Germans, who incorporated 
several small municipalities, like Broeksittard, into 
Sittard. The City was liberated September 18-19, 

1944 by the 2nd Armoured Division. The historic 
part of the City was mostly spared destruction, 
despite lying in the frontline for over four months, in 
which over 4000 shells and rockets struck the city. 

After World War II, Sittard expanded rapidly and 
many new neighborhoods were built. 

The coal mines in the region were the driving force 
of a booming economy, until they were all closed in 
the 1960s and 70s. It now has large industrial zones 
and office premises. 

Historic Buildings: 

Sittard has a small historic City center with numerous architectural monuments, including several 
old churches (St Peter's, St Michael's, Basilica of Our Fady of the Sacred Heart), monasteries and a

few half-timbered houses. The central market square has many 
restaurants and bars. The City has retained part of its City wall. 

On the south-eastern side of the City Centre, the St Rosa chapel 
crowns the Kollenberg Hill. 

Economy: 

Coal mining was a great 
contributor to the Limburg 
economy. 

Staatsmijn Maurits was a state- 

owned coal mine in Geleen- Remains of the old City walls. 
Sittard and construction started 

in 1915 when a railway line was connected to the Sittard- 
Maastricht line. In 1916 it was decided to name this 4th State 
Mine "Maurits", after 17th century Stadtholder Maurice of 
Nassau, Prince of Orange. The mine started to produce coal in 
1926. At the time of completion of the third shaft, the Maurits 
mine was the largest two-shaft mine in the world. It was also the 
largest coal mine in the Netherlands. When in the beginning of 
the 1960s the economic tide for coal mining turned, it was 
anticipated to close the Maurits as one of the first mines to do 
so. The mine was finally closed down in 1967. The surface 
facilities were afterwards demolished. As a result, 60,000 
people lost their jobs in the two coal mining areas, Heerlen-Kerkrade-Brunssum and Sittard-Geleen. A 
difficult period of economic readjustment started. 

Sabic and OCI are large companies located on the Chemelot campus in Sittard-Geleen, which is 
bounded by the Chemelot Industrial Park, one of Western Europe's biggest industrial sites.
